Cut the holes the 
same size as the root balls of your plants. 


Remove Old Plants and

To replant, cut off the old plants at the cover line. 
Remove the mulch cover and discard. 


4 Create a Mound with 
Moist Growing Media 


4”-6” mound above rim 


Create a 4"-6" mound of fresh growing media 
over the top of the fertilizer, overfilling the system.

Remove Old Fertilizer 


Scrape off top layer of growing media, dig out any 
remaining roots, and remove residual fertilizer. 


5 Place Mulch Cover on the 
EarthBox® Gardening System 


Place a mulch cover over top of the system, securing 
the elastic around the edge. Place the black side facing 
up. If peak growing season temperatures consistently 
remain over 85° F, place cover with the white side up.

Use the fill tube to keep the reservoir full. You'll know 
its full when water flows from the overflow drain. Add 
water every few days when plants are young, and at 
least once every day as plants mature.
